FOR AVER YEAR

ties horo look for W.lndt, lo;ate or
arrest, him It he .was .In the Territory.

.Marshal Hendry sent copies ot the
cablegram to' tho sheriffs throughout
the' Territory, with ,the, meager .do-- 1

scrlptlon of tho rian, and is now
awaiting .tho full particulars aqd. de-

scription which were mailed at the
time the cnblo was .'sent.
